tures. 


NOTES 

The pronouncements of Ltoycf George and 
President Wilson during the past vveek have 
settled the question as to wbatr we are fighting 
for, and they have shown Germany that when 
it comes to unanimity of ain s the Allies stand 
firmly together, a marked contrast the Ger¬ 
mans and their allies if one is to judge by the 
proceedings at and after the Biest-Litovsk con¬ 
ference. Germany, in her attempt to make a 
separate peace with Russia lias had the dis¬ 
quieting ‘experience, of revealing to the world 
that her own leaders are at odds as to what her 
peace terms should he. , Between the annex¬ 
ationists who want all occupied territory and 
the socialists who would like a fairer settle¬ 
ment, there is a widening gulf, and one hears 
of impending resignations of seme of the Ger¬ 
man h'gher command if annexation is not pro¬ 
ceeded with. Compare this state of affairs 
with the Allied position and understanding. It 
is not hard to see that the Pan-Germans are 
overreaching, to the detriment of their coun¬ 
try, within and without. 


The Un : on go'eminent has premised some 
startling reform once a month, blit if one cai 
draw conclusions from the newspapers it is go¬ 
ing to keep them pretty busy answering ques¬ 
tions. One week the country raises its voic* 
about the nationalization of railways and the 
increased freight tates, ar.d that is followed L\ 
an unanimous clamour against the Canadian 
War board’ 8 suggestion that Oriental labor 
passing through Canada should be utilized for 
taking up unnecessary’ railway times. The 
audacity of the suggestion is the m; s" strik¬ 
ing thing about it. Are these Chinese laborers 
necessary to help out bur own man power? 
The country has never been given any hint on 
this question despite Mr. Bennet’s rational 
service census. One can only -vaguely imagine 
the roar that would go up i£_£hinese were em¬ 
ployed immediately after the country had been 
told by Unionist candidates that there were 
sufficient men to make up the first 100,000 
under the military service act. 


T^emier Stewart recently informed a depu¬ 
tation that the coming session would probably 
see legislation cutting the moratorium act so 
that it would apply to soldiers on active ser¬ 
vice only. If it does, one of the greatest an¬ 
omalies of recent legislation will be removed. 
When the moratorium was introduced it includ¬ 
ed hot only Soldiers on active service but mem¬ 
bers of the home guards. This latter supplied 
a very present help in trouble to numerous 
people unwilling to pay their rightful debts. 
All they had to do was to enroll in the home 
guard, and turn out regularly at practice nnd 
they were allowed to waive their liabilities. 
By these means many people who never ought 
to have been allowed the opportunity dodged 
all rightful and legal proceedings to bring 
them to account and had scot-free time at the 
expence of others. 


In connection with our Halifax Relief fund 
which dosed on Saturday we would like to call 
attention to the subscription of $27.65 donated 
by- the teachers and scholars of the Vulcan 
school. The children have answered the appeal 
splendidly and a great deal of credit is due to 
hem for this instance of very practical sympa¬ 
thy with the sufferers, Some of the children 
have given their small amount, voluntarily out 
of their own little savings accounts, preferring 
to help the-school children of Halifax rather 
than keep the money for themselves.
